— Joseph 
Ladue, the Alaskan pioneer, who came 
to Washington to consult with Secre- 
tary Alger about methods for the re- 
lief of the destitution which he and 
others who comprehend the sityation 
believes will overtake those who have 
crowded into the Klondyke without 
adequate supplies, called on President 
McKinley today.

Ladue presented Mrs. McKinley with 
a half-ounce nugget of virgin gold, 
Secretary Alger also received a souve- 
nir of an Alaskan nugget. Mr. Ladue 
left for the West today. 


PLENTY OF PASSENGERS.

SEATTLE, (Wash.,) Sept. 21.—The 
steamship Rosalie sailed tonight for

TOILING THROUGH SNOW, - 


A Thousand Men Trying to Get Over 
Chileeet Pass. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 21.—A let- 
ter from Crater Lake, Alaska, dated 
September 2, says: 

“A thousand men toiled all of yester- 
day in a blinding storm of snow and 
sleet on the summit of Chilcoot Pass. 
The blizzard lasted from daylight until 
dark. H. C. Willard of Butte, Mont.. 
fell from the rocks at a point half-way 
between the summit and Crater Lake, 
— fractured a bone in his left fore- 

A physician set the bone, and 
Willard pluckily continued across Cra- 
ter Lake toward Lake Linderman. 

“An Indian chief at Dyea told me a 
few day® ago that Chilcoot Pass would 
probably be blockaded by snow about 
the 25th. He said that miners fortunate 
enough to have their supplies across 
the summit before that time can reach 
Dawson. The rivers, he claimed, will 
keep open until late in November, al- 
though the lakes will probably be 
frogen in six weeks.

HAWAII RATIFIES. 


SENATE PASSES UPON, THE 


ANNEXATION TREATY. 


Passengers from Honolulu by the 
Steamer Belgic Say That the 
Vote Was Unanimous—The Ves- 
sel Quarantined. 


(BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 21.—[Special 
Dispatch.}] The Senate of Hawaii. in 
extra session assembled on September 
10, ratified unanimous the treaty of an- 
nexation with the United States. The 
news was brought to the coast by the 
steamer Peking which arrived tonight 
and was sent to quarantine, neither 
mails nor passengers being allowed 
ashore. This was the culmination of 
the hopes of the leaders. That the op- 
position to the treaty could not muster 


be single vote showed the weakness of 
the. 


itt¢al union, 
and leaves but oné party in the island 
republic—the party of annexation. 

The extra ,session was called by 
President Dole soon after the return 
from Washington of Minister Hatch, 
for the purpose of showing the earnest- 
ness and singleness of purpose of the 
leaders of the Hawaiian government. 
It was felt that an early ratification 
of the treaty would show that all re- 
ports of discord in the control of the 
government were false. 

In the same connection, there was 
a feeling that the action of the Senate 
would have a powerful influence on the 
people of the United States, and make 
them more ready to welcome the occa- 
sion than if the local body should wait 
until the American Senate had acted. 

According to the programme, there 
was to be little preliminary work. 
Organization was to be rushed through, 
and the matter of the treaty was to 
come before the House on the second 
day of the session. It had been planned 
that there should be nothing but the 
most simple speeches before the mat- 
ter should be laid before the Senate 
for a vote. Minister Hatch was to 
make an address which would place 
the subject in the hands of that body, 
with added explanations and argu- 
ment by members of the committees 
which went to Washington, Messrs. 
Kinney and Castle. 

When ratification was an accom- 
plished fact; when the voting had 
been done and the result announced, 
there was to be a celebration of the 
event such as had never been séen in 
the islands since the new government 
took control of affairs. There was to 
be no sectionalism in the affair. Amer- 
icans were to be joined by Portuguese, 
and even the natives agreed to forget 
the ex-Queen for the joy of taking 
part in a luau, in which the “mission- 
ary” was the leading spirit. 

From the political side, it is thought 
this early action of the Hawalian Sen- 
ate will more than offset the argument 
of inadequate registration, which will 
be used, it is expected, by the oppo- 
nents of the treaty in the United 
States Benate when the question comes 
up for discussion this winter. The fact 
that the opposition could not control a 
single vote will more than outweigh 
the fact that only 2 per cent. of the 
population is on the rolls, 

The fact that there were members of 
both houses of the American Congress 
now on their way out undoubtedly was 
an encouragement to all earnest advo- 
cates of annexation. The going of 
Senator Morgan was being made 
use of by friends of the annexation 
treaty, and claborate preparations were 
made for his entertainment. The news 
taken back by Judge Carter on the 
Coptic, that there would be on the 
same steamer four members of the 
lower house, including Mr. Cannon of 
Illinois, chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Appropriations, also brought 
to the front many plans for the enter- 
tainment of the visitors. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
{AMBUCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 21.—The 
steamship City of Peking arrived this 
evening from the Orient via Honolulu. 
She was immediately ordered into 
quarantine, and ho passengers or maiis 
were permitted to land. 

Officials who boarded the vessel state 
that from Honolulu passengers the in- 
formation was obtained that on Sep- 
tember 10 the Hawatian Senate, by a 


nimous vote, ratified the treaty of 
annexation to the United States.

Goods May Pass in Through 
Canadian Ports 


And British Ships Be Used 
Without Penalty. 


The Fate of the Famous Section 22 
and Its Complement Decided. 
Senator Elkins Its Author—He 
Thinks it American. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21. — Atty.- 
Gen. McKenna announced his opinion 
today in the matter of section 22 of 
the new tariff law. He holds in ef- 
fect that goods coming directly into 
the United States from foreign coun- 
tries through Canadian ports are not 
subject to the discriminating duty of 
10 per cent., and also holds that for- 
eign goods shipped from countries other 
than British possessions in British 
vessels are not subject to it. 

Two questions were asked the Attor- 
ney-General, the first in effect being 
whether the discriminating duty of 
10 per cent., provided for in section 
22, should be assessed against an in- 
voice of tea from China which had 
arrived at Vancouver in British ves- 
sels and was thence shipped through 
Canada to Chicago; second, whether 
a discriminating duty should be as- 
sessed against a cargo of manganese 
ore from Chile which recently arrived 
in a British ship at Philadelphia. 
Both questions the Attorney-General 
answers in the negative. 

After citing several authorities to 
support his position, the Attorney-Gen- 
eral continues: 
. “Section 22 and section 4228 and 
amendments are co-extensive in scope 
and in purpose, and therefore may be 
complements of each other. One _ pre- 
scribes.a rule, the other a condition 
upon which and the energy by which 
it may be suspended. Each, there- 
fore, has a purpose definite and con- 
sistent. Section 4228 might be a pro- 
viso of section 22, and is in effect 
‘made so by the Suspension Act, and as 
such proviso certainly is not repugnant 
to section 22, the latter has its opera- 
tion, commencing with passage, con- 
tinuing until the conditions of section 
4228 occur and the President acts in 
accordance with them, resuming again 
if the reciprocal exemptions of for- 
eign nations have been withdrawn. 
Examples like this are familiar in our 
legislation. The provision in the Ding- 
ley Bill for reciprocity trade is such 
an example. Under that the duties 
of the act may be changed.” 

The Attorney-General then quotes 
several cases to support the conclu- 
sion he reached, that where there is a 
difference in purpose the legislative 
provision may be independent, and 
then, continuing, says: 

“But the rule of repeal by implica- 
tion does not require us to find inde- 
pendence. If there is not an irrecon- 


“Even a more extreme position might 
be taken. It was held in Mead vs. 
Bagnall and others (15 Wisconsin, 156,) 
that ‘where the provisions of the stat- 
ute which relates to a particular class 
of cases is repugnant to those of an- 
other statute approved the same day, 
which is of a more general character, 
the former must prevail as to the par- 
ticular ciass of cases therein referred 
to. See also Endlich on Interpretation 
of Statutes, section 216, and the cases 
cited. It follows, therefore, that sec- 
tion 4228 is not repealed by section 22, 
and that the merchandise in both in- 
quiries is not to be subjected to a dis- 
criminating duty.”’ 


ELKINS THE AUTHOR. 
[ASSUCLATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—Senator 
Stephen B. Elkins of West Virginia ac- 
knowledges he is the hitherto-unknown 
author of section 22, , the mysterious 
paragraph in the new’ Tariff Bill, put- 
ting penalties upon goods carried into 
the country by foreign transportation 
companies. Senator Elkins, in speak- 
ing of the section, said today: 

“TIT am not ashamed of the part I 
have played. I am proud of it. The 
section would have meant for the ocean 
what the tariff does for the land. I 
think it was American, and for that 
reason I pushed it. This country is 
bound to be the mistress of the seas, 
just as soon as we get time to attend 
to it. I wanted to hurry it along. 
There was no trick about it at all. I 
simply worked to succeed. Of course, I 
was not going to tell those opposed to 
the scheme all about it. 

“During President Harrison’s admin- 
istration we came very near reaching 
this end. Secretary Windom, two days 
before he died, drew up a resolution in 
‘pencil with this end in view. Had he 
lived, it would have been pushed. I am 
going to push it now. 

“I shall be sorry if Atty.-Gen. Mc- 
Kenna finds fault against the discrim- 
inating clause. Should he do so, I 
think he will give Americanism and 
American shipping a set-back of twen- 
ty-five years.”

HAD SCARE. 


St. Louis Thought She 
Had Fever. 


Suspicions Case Landed irom 
a Dredge-boat. 


Edwards, Miss., Loses One of 
Her Patients, 


Cooler Weather Brings Hope to New 
Orleans—The Situation in That 
City Reported Greatly Improved, 
Conditions Elsewhere, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT RFPORT.] 


ST. LOUIS, Sept. 21.—This city had a 
yellow-fever scare today, but there 
seems to have been but little founda- 
tion for it, according to Health Com- 
missioner Starkloff, who made an ex- 
amination of the suspected case and de- 
clared it showed not single symptom 
of the dreaded disease that is raging in 
the South. 

The suspect in the case is William 
Triplet, 30 years of age, who reached 
the Marine Hospital Monday night. He 
had a high fever, and said he came 
from the government dredgeboat Al- 
pha, engaged in work near East Cairo, 
Ky. Dr. Decker, physician of the Ma- 
rine Hospita], became interested in the 
case when told by Triplet that he had 
been working on the Alpha, for that 
boat had transferred several cases of 
yellow fever to the Marine Hospital at 
Cairo. Thinking it a case for investi- 
gation, he telephoned Health Commis- 
sioner Starkloff, but it was 10 o’clock 
before that gentleman could get to the 
hospital. He examined Triplet, and 
then returned to his office in the City 
Hall, where he was seen by a répresen- 
tative of the Associated Press. in ree 
gard to the case, Dr. Starkloff said: 

“I have made a thorough examination 
of Triplet with Drs. Jordan and Decker, 
The analysis presented to me makes 
the case look like one of ordinary in- 
termittent fever. If it is yellow fever, 
it is of a very mild type. There are 
none of those alarming symptoms, such 
as suppression of the kidney functions 
and constipation—the two things that 
kill in yellow fever. Besides, the man 
had an appetite for breakfast. He looks 
yellowish, and has a fout- breath, like 
ail malarial patients. 

“Triplet says he boarded a box-car 
on the Iron Mountain road in the 
Cairo yards early on Monday and 
came here. When he left the box-car, 
he went directly to the Marine Hos- 
pital. I shall have the patient sent to 
quarantine, where Dr. Woodruff is in 
charge, and take all necessary pre- 
cautions.” 

Two hundred clerks, with their fam- 
ilies, @mployed in the general offices 
of the Mississippi and Ohio Railroad 
Company at Mobile, Ala., arrived here 
tonight, temporary headquarters of the 
road having been established in this 
city until after the yellow fever had 
died out in the South. 

Surgeon-General Wyman sent 
the following reply to Dr. Paul Paquin: 
“Recommend same course in St. Louis 
as was taken in 1878. Suggest that 
you look after Point Pleasant, Mo., 
with reference to dredge-boats there. 
Acting Assistant Surgeon Guiteras has 
left Cairo for Point Pleasant to inves- 
tigate and take immediate measures, 
You should assist him.” 

There was much indignation at the 
Health Department over the report 
from Chicago that there were ten cases 
of the fever in St. Louis. Dr. Starke 
loff, in answer to a telephone message ’ 
from Chicago, said there was no foune 
dation whatever for such a rumor. 


AT NEW ORLEANS. 


Nine Additional Cases but No Deaths, 
Situation Improving. 
[ASSUCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 21.—There 
were nine new cases of yellow fever re<- 
ported to the Board of Health this aft- 
ernoon at 6 o’clock when the day's 
work of the physicians ended. There 
were, however, no deaths recorded, and 
the doctors all agree that the situa- 
tion is steadily improving. The fever 
at present, instead of developing into 
a malignant type, is as mild, if not 
milder, than when it first appeared, as 
witness twenty-seven cases in two 
days without a single death. A num- 
ber of cases were discharged yester- 
day and today, and the total number 
of cases receiving strict attention toe 
day does not exceed ten. 

Half a dozen towns today by tele- 
graph and telephone notified the 
authorities here that they had con- 
cluded to withdraw their restrictions 
against the receipt of freight from New 
Orleans. 

WEATHER MORE FAVORABLE.

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 21.—The local 
fever situation was greatly improved 
this morning by materially lower teme 
perature, the thermometer at 6 o'clock 
being at 62 deg.

MISSING MRS. STILLS. 


Found and Prefers to Remain 
With Her “Abductors.,.’’ .

abduction case are exceedingly sensa- 
tional. Relatives of the accused per- 
suaded Prosecuting Attorney N. M.

This is due to the yellow fever 
quarantine, which is now being rigidly en- 
forced on freight as well as passenger trains, 
they being subject to the rule alike. Every- 
thing indicates that the big grain crop of the 
Southeast which had begun to .uove in large 
quantities to Gulf ports, will be driven back 
to the Atlantic ports, from which it had 
been largely diverted, owing to the activity 
of the Gulf railroads.

COURT REFUSES TO DISMISS THE

Prosecution Rests After Mrs. John- 
son Testifies to Having Heard 
the Sausage Man’s Threats.

HAS OCCUPIED TWENTY DAYS. 


DEFENSE SAYS IT WILL TAKE 
JUST HALF THAT, 


Important Point Secured by the 
State in the Admission of Bialk’s 
and Odorafsky’s Testimony. 
Outrageous Flirting. 


_ [ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Sept. 21.—The direct evi- 
dence in the Luetgert case is in, and 
the State has closed its side. Shortly 
after 2 o’clock this afternoon the last 
witness for the prosecution was heard. 
This witness was Mrs. Louise Johnson. 
She testified that upon one occasion 
she saw Luetgert, in a rage, chase his 
wife out of their house. The big 
sausage-maker, the witness said, was 
armed with a revolver. He called his 
wife names and threatened to shoot, 
but did not. Ex-Judge Vincent did not 
cross-examine this witness. When she 
left the stand, State’s Attorney Deenen 
said: “If the court please, the State 
rests.” | 

There was a general movement in the 
‘crowded room, as the spectators looked 
toward Luetgert and his counsel, Luet- 
gert leaned forward and whispered to 
ex-Judge Vincent. The latter arose 
and made a formal motion that the 
case be taken from the jury, on the 
ground that the State had failed to 
make out a case. Judge Tuthill 
promptly overruled the motion without 
argument. Then ex-Judge Vincent 
stated that, owing to the lateness of 
the hour, he would like to postpone his 
opening address to the jury until to- 
morrow morning, There was no objec- 
tion to this, and an adjournment was 
taken. 

It required twenty days for the pre- 
sentation of the evidence of the prose- 
cution. Ex-Judge Vincent said tonight 
the defense would present its side of 
the case in just half of that time. 

SCORED A POINT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


CHICAGO, Sept. 21.—The prosecution 
scored an important point in the Luet- 
gert case this morning. Judge Tuthill 
ruled that the evidence of Frank Bialk 
and Frank Odorafsky, former employés 
of the big sausage-maker, was admis- 
sible as long as direct. The matter was 
taken under advisement last Saturday. 
The evidence of these two men was in 
relation to the frequent visits to Luet- 
gert’s sausage factory of Mary E. Sim- 
mering, Luetgert’s servant. 

The theory of the State is that Luet- 
gert’s alleged attentions to other wo- 
men was the original cause of the 
trouble with his wife, and his persist- 
ence in open flirtations with other wo- 
men culminated in continued warfare 
between the husband and wife. Luet- 
gert, it is belfeved by the prosecution, 
in order to’’pursue his course undis- 
turbed, comeeived .the idea of getting 
rid of his wife, and did so. : 

The prosecution closed its case with 
the testimony of Bialk and Odorafsky, 
and the battle of the defense began 
with the opening statement of Luet- 
gert’s attorney. The defense will openly 
introduce evidence in an attempt to 
show that Mrs. Luetgert is alive in 
Germany. 


IN WOODFORD’S HANDS. 


Ex-Minister Taylor on the Negotia- 
tions With Spain. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

LONDON, Sept. 21.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Hannis Taylor, formerly United 
States Minister to Spain, arrived here 
last evening and called at the United 
States Embassy today, In an _inter- 
view, Mr. Taylor said: ‘‘The grave ne- 
gotiations pending between the United 
States and Spain as to the war in Cuba 
are now entirely in the hands of Gen. 
Woodford, who has had a fruitful ex- 
perience both in peace and war, and 
will be equal to the occasion, whatever 
it may be.” 

Mr. Taylor was questioned with re- 
gard to the accuracy of the statements 
contained in the dispatch from San Se- 
bastian to the Temps of Paris, pur- 
porting to give the substance of an in- 
terview which took place Sunday be- 
tween the United States Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, at which Gen. Wood- 
ford is said to have insisted courteously 
but firmly upon the necessity of termi- 
nating the war in Cuba and to have de- 
clared that if it was not terminated by 
the end of October, the United States 
will feel justified in taking measures to 
securé the independence of Cuba. In 
reply the former Minister said: “My 
lips are sealed until after my arrival 
in Washington.” 

While Mr. Taylor refused to discuss 
this matter, his manner tended to con- 
firm the story told by the correspond- 
ent of the Paris Temps. 


THREE BIG EXPEDITIONS. 


Forty Men and Large Quantities of 
Supplies Successfully Landed.

NEW YORK, Sept. 21.—The Journal 
and Advertiser prints the following: 

“The Cuban junta has received ad- 
vices of the safe Janding on different 
parts of Cuba of three big expeditions 
between the lst and 12th of the present 
month. They were the most important 
that had been dispatched since last 
winter, and great joy prevailed at the 
headquarters of the-junta when the 
news arrived that they had eluded the 
Spanish, who were believed at one time 
to have been on their track.

There were two 
doctors and dentists, Three of the most 
important members of the expedition 
were Carlos Duble, Carlos Dunonocose 
and J. L. Ahumada, former officers of 
‘the Chilean army, who had been in 
New York for several weeks awaiting 
an opportunity to go to Cuba to help in 
the fight for independence. 

‘This is the opening of the fall cam- 
paign,’ said Tomas. Estrada Palma, 
speaking of the ‘eXpeditions. ‘It is an 
earnest, moreover, of our intention to 
pursue a vigorous policy during the 
coming winter.’”

After stating that she did not think 
any inquirer at the “heaven” would re- 
main long there, she declared the inter- 
view at an end, and refused to submit 
to further questioning. 

The case of Henry Mensdorf and his 
sad end last winter are still fresh in 
the minds of many. people. He fell a 
victim to Teed’s teachings on one of 
the latter’s visits to Allegheny in 
search of recruits for his “heaven.” 
of considerable 
property and with a number of other 
credulous people turned over the pro- 
ceeds and went to Estero. He had not 
been there long before he saw he had 
made a great mistake. 

Mensdorf, after some difficulty, suc- 
ceeded in escaping from the ‘‘heaven,” 
He returned to Allegheny, but in a 
short time developed into a raving 
maniac, and died within’ a month at the 
City Home Asylum. His friends and 
relatives attributed’ his mania to the 
awful strain he underwent in the 
“heaven,” and the fact that his wife 
and children were not allowed to join 
him in Allegheny by Teed.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 21-—There 
was a lively tilt between Gov. Budd, 
Acting Chairman Phelps and Presi- 
dent Kellogg at the meeting of the Uni- 
versity regents today over the resig- 
nation of Prof. ‘Holden of the Lick Ob- 
servatory. 

Regent Phelps brought the matter 

up by suggesting that as Prof. Holden 
contemplated resigning, it would be 
only right and proper that the board 
sallow him three months’ leave of ab- 
ynce with pay in order to allow of his 
ompleting arrangements for the fu- 
ure. 
Gov. Budd said that it had come to 
his knowledge that a letter was in the 
possession of some member of the 
board from Prof. Colton of the Lick 
Observatory to the effect that he ten- 
dered his resignation on account of 
the conduct of Prof. Holden. He inti- 
mated that this letter had been sup- 
pressed by those by whom it had been 
received. 

President Kellogg admitted having 
received the letter referred to, and 
stated that he had turned it over to 
Chairman Phelps of the Lick Obser- 
vatory Committee. The latter stated 
that he understood that Prof. Colton 
had disposed of the matter by leaving 
both the observatory and the State. 

Gov. Budd insisted upon the pro- 
duction of the letter, and after it had 
been read by Secretary Davis, the 
matter was referred to a committee 
for investigation, which will inform 
Prof. Colton that his resignation has 
been accepted and will arrange for 
granting Prof. Holden’s leave of ab- 
sence. 


DR. TAGGART’S SUICIDE. | 


Bakersfield Dentist Kills Himself at 
San Francisco by Shooting. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 21. — Dr. 
David R. Taggart committed suicide 
at an early hour this.morning in a 
room of the Lick House, occupied by 
Dr. A. L. Wilson of Tulare, where he 
had gorie to keep his friend company. 

During his temporary absence in the 
bathroom, Dr. Wilson heard a pistol 
shot. On returning to the bedroom 
with Dr. G. G. Shannon of Tulare, 
who occupied an adjoining room, and 
who had also heard the shot; they 
‘ound Taggart lying on the floor with 
blood streaming from his chest*and an 

ld rusty revolver lying by his side. 

“They placed him on the bed, and he 
xpired in less than a minute after} 
they had lifted him from the floor. 

r. Taggart was a dentist of Bakers- 
field. He came to this city about ten 
days ago. He had been drinking heav- 
ily, and yesterday was suffering from 
the effects of an overdose of morphine, 
During the afternoon Dr. Wilson took 
Taggart’s pistol from the latter’s 
pocket and kept it in his possession 
until evening, when he found that 
Taggart had; as he thought, com- 
pletely recovered, and he then returned 
the weapon to him. 

Dr. Taggart was 26 years of age, and 
a native of Illinois, where his young 
wife and baby are now visiting. He 
has two brothers, Thomas Taggart of 
Bakers field and Dr. Charles Taggart 
of’ Los Angeles. A farewell note to 
his wife was found in his pocket.

holding that the mine was compelled 
to comply with the requirements of 
the Debris Commission.

CLEAN STREETS. 


PROVEN PRACTICAL HINTS ON HOW 
‘TO OBTAIN THEM. 


‘Street Cleaning by Hand—Politics 


Must Be Kept Out of the Depart- 
ment—A Sweeper’s Outfit—Juven- 
ile Aids—Health, Comfort and 
Cost. 


The “Cleaning of a Great City” is 
the leading article. in McClure’s 
for September. The subject is thor- 
oughly and skillfully discussed by 
Colonel George E. Waring, Jr., the 
Commissioner of Street Cleaning of 
New York city. The active interest 
lately awakened in this subject in al- 
most every large city in this country, 
and now in the city of Los Angeles, 
Which as a world-famed health re- 
sort should be one of the cleanest of 
all, gives this article a special interest 
to many. 


The tendency to ascribe the negli-. 


gence of municipal cleaning depart- 
ments to any political party, he says, 
is erroneous. Experience proves that 
almost ‘invariably the fault lies with 
the system of regarding ,the street 
cleaning department and its positions 
as political spoils to reward voters. 
To secure proper conduct of it, in other 
words, clean streets, this notion must 
be entirely done away with and the 
Street-cleaning department be 
absolutely independent of polities. This 
is. the first great essential toward se- 
curing clean streets according to Com- 
missioner Waring. His observations on 
the reorganization of New York’s 


‘Street-cleaning department should be 


instructive to the merchants and manu- 
facturers ,who contemplate adopting 
the methods inaugurated by him, 
though, perhaps in a much more modest 
measure. 

First of all good superior officials 
are essential. On this point he says: 

“Knowing that organizations of men 
are good or bad according to the way 
in which they are handled, ‘that a good 
colonel makes a good regiment.’ I 
paid attention at first to those at the 
top—the colonels. I sought men 
mainly with military training, or with 
technical education and practice, not 
one of whom had any political alli- 
ance which he was not willing to sever. 
I had accepted the commissionership 
of street cleaning with the positive 
assurance of Mayor Strong that I 
Should not be. interfered with in the 
matter of appointments and dismissals. 
His power to dismiss me is unlimited 
and he could get rid of me any day 
if I did not suit him, but so long as 
I should remain I was to be the real 
head of my department. The Mayor 
has lived up to his promise from that 
day to this. 

“When the important offices had been 
filled, attention was turned to the rank 
and file of the working force. The 
men were assured that their future 
rested solely with themselves: that 
if they did their work faithfully and 
well, kept away from drink, treated 
citizens civilly and tried to make 
themselves a credit to the depajrt- 
ment, there was no power in the city 
that could get them out of their places 
so long as I stayed in mine, but on the 
other hand, if they were drunkards, 
incompetents, blackguards or loafers, no 
power could keep them in. Their im- 
provement was constant and most 
satisfactory. What had really been 
done was to put a man instead of a 
voter at the other end of the broom 
handle.”’ 

The men became first proud of their 
organization, then proud of its work, 
then proud of themselves because of 
their connection with it. Imagine if 
you can, thousands gathered to witness 
8. parade of street sweepers, proud 
as police of their uniform and posi- 
tion, and pointing out with beaming 
pride father, brother, husband or son 
in that procession of a once most des- 
pised craft, yet that very thing oc- 
curred last year in New York city. 

A sweeper’s outfit is briefly de- 
scribed: 

Each sweeper is supplied with a 
bag carrier, a little two-wheeled truck 
which supports an open bag to receive 
street sweepings. On this truck he 


transports his tools; a broom with a 
scraper at the back, a watering-can, |. 


a short shovel, and, for asphalt, a 
broad, long-handled scraper. The 
sweepings are put into the bag as fast 
as they are collected. When full, the 
bag is tied and stood upon the curb. 
House-holders are allowed to put 
nothing on the sidewalk, and all re- 
ceptacles must stand within the stoop- 
line. Garbage is kept separate from 
all else, and is set out in proper ves- 
sels within half an hour of the sched- 
uled arrival of the garbage cart. Ashes 
are kept within the house in cans, 
from which they are easily trans- 
ferred to bags by a department man. 
These bags are tied and set on the 


‘curb whence they are carried off by 


the cart which collects the bags of 
sweepings. 

Everything possible was done to en- 
list the iterest of all people at least 
to the negative aid of avodiing the 
littering of the streets. The end is not 
yet, still where one person gave the 
least thought to the condition of the 
streets only three years ago, a hundred 
are now interested in keeping them 
clean. 

Among the most important agencies 
to accomplish this end were the juven- 
ile leagues and young volunteer aids

of the hiesitibiiiabins Nearly five hun- 
dred of these in their white caps, the 
juvenile badge of office in the depart- 
ment, appeared in the parade of last 
year, some of them with two years re- 
cord in the department. These organi- 
zations are,active in trying to keep 
the streets clean. 

Through them better than by any 
other channel the objects of the de- 
partment are brought home to the par- 
ents whose places these active aides 
will soon assume. 

“Cleanliness is catching,” and clean 
lead to cleaner yards and 
cleaner houses and less injury from 
dust to clothing, furniture, carpets, 
curtains, goods in houses, stores and 
shops; and, especially to the lungs, 
throats and air passages of the human 
inhabitants, of whom 15,000 less have 
died in the three years of clean streets 
than should have died according to the 
death-rate average maintained for ten 
years before. 

Aside from the fact that, according 
to the president of the United States 
Rubber Company, the street cleaning 
improvements have saved the people 
of New York at least $100,000 per year 
formerly spent with his company alone 
for overshoes and rubber boots in ex- 
cess of the present demand, to say 
nothing of the great amount of money 
necessarily spent for carts to trans- 
fer garbage, rubbish and ashes before 
a reliable street cleaning department 
could be counted upon to do it, and 
also the still vaster amounts, no doubt, 
se.ved in doctor's bilis and funeral 
charges, Col. Waring shows that the 
total cost for a condition of cleanll- 
ness, comfort and health, undreamt of 
in New York thirty-six months ago 
and unrealized in Los Angeles today, 
is almost exactly three cents per in- 
habitant per week. 


MEXICAN TRADE. 


Los Angeles Merchants Send One 
Man to Work it Up. 

About one hundred members of the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation and other representative men 
of the city went to Bast San Pedro 
by special Terminal train yesterday af- 
ternoon to extend farewell greetings to 
those who go on the steamer Albion 
to) Mexican ports. Punch and sand- 
wiches were served on the way. 

After the visitors had had ample time 
to examine the vessel, H. W. Frank, 
president of the association, called for 
Milton Thwing, master of the 
vessel, and addressing him said the 
visitors had come to wish him a pleas- 
ant voyage. The merchants and pro- 
ducers had seen the opportunity to 
develop trade along the Mexican coast 
and had embraced it. A good start 
had been made and he was sure it 
would lead to greater thirigs in the 
future. As Mr. Frank concluded his 
remarks three cheers were given for 
the steamer and her captain. 

The Albion will sail this morning. 
She carries over seventy tons of frieghi 
consisting of building material and 
other articles. The Los Angeles Soap 
Company, Simon Maier, Maier & Zobe- 
lien and M. A. Newmark & Co. have 
a representative aboard who will in- 
vestigate the opportunities for trade 
along the coasi of the sister republic. 

The Albion will probably return to 
San Pedro in abcut six weeks. 

Notwithstanding all the cheers and 
the excursion and the punch, the in- 
terest shown by the mercantile caom- 
munity of Los Angeles is very slight, 
and one man represents all the firms 
that have sufficient enterprise to reach 
out for the trade of Mexico. Mr. Sat- 
tley is the lone, lorn agent sent out 
by Los Angeles to investigate the com- 
mercial prospects, and he represents 
all the interested firms. It was re- 
ported by the Merchants’ and Manu- 
facturers’ Association a few days ago 


that the wide-awake merchants of this. 


city would send a number of men down 
to investigate the situation and work 
up trade with Mexico. The merchants 
went down on the specie) free train 
and drank punch with much enthusi- 
asm and cheered the Albion until they 
were hoarse, but their courage cozed 
away at the last moment and they 
sent only one man to represent the 
whole outfit.

THE TIGER LIBERATED. 


Case Dismissed from the tatied 
States District Court. 

Judge Wellborn, sitting in the United 
States District Court, yesterday made 
an order that the steam tug Tiger 
should be allowed to go free. The li- 
bels against the tug have been dis- 
missed on motion of the tlibellants, 
Receiver C. J. Smith of the Oregon 
Improvement Company and the Pa- 
cific Coast Railway Company.

A question which has been raised by 
the failure of the Massachusetts Bene- 


to meet outstanding liabilities at the 
time of the appointment of a receiver. 
In New York* the courts have decided 
that the policy holders are liable for 
debts incurred up to the time of the 
appointment of a receiver. In the case 
of the Massachusetts Benefit Life, it 
is said that the law would operate so 
as to compel the policy holders to pay 
to the receivers about the amount of 
two regular assessments after the re- 
ceivers have realized upon the assets 
of the fire companies, and, as in the 
case of mutual fire companies, the as- 
sessments will be collectible by legal 
process like any other debt, and if 
the first assessment fails to produce 
enough to meet all claims, another May 
be laid, and so on until the solvent 
members make good all the claims 
arising out of the partnership. 

This is the view of the case taken by 
the United States Investor.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

PROFIT ON DRitED PEACHES. 
The Monrovia correspondent of The 
Times recently stated that a carload 
of dried peaches had been sold for 6 
cents a pound, which, he said, would 
net the grower $8.13 per ton for their 
green fruit. The manager of the Mon- 
rovia dryer, through a Monrovia pa- 
per, stated that this price would net 
the growers nearly $lé a ton, which 
assertion was noted in this column, 
with the remark that it made quite 


A correspondent of The Times, re- 
ferring to the statement of profit, ob- 
serves that this result is so much bet- 
ter than the ordinary experience of 
fruit-drying, under favorable circum- 
stances, as to partake too much of the 
nature of a boom report, and to tend 
to deceive any one who is not familiar 
with the fruit-drying business. The 
correspondent referred to thinks that 
such figures as these would be used by 
buyers as an excuse for offering less 
than the fruit is worth, to the plea 
that the grower has a “good thing’”’ in 
producing dried peaches at 6 cents a 
pound. Certainly there is no call for 
further arguments to be furnished for 
the use of the dryers and canners in 
this section, as they have already got 
the art of squeezing the grower down 
pretty fine. 

The facts in relation to this question 
of profit on dried fruit are given by 
our correspondent as follows: A ton 
of fresh, ripe peaches will yield about 
three hundred and fifty pounds of 
dried fruit, the early varieties not giv- 
ing quite so much as this. At 6 cents 
a pound, this is equivalent to $21 
gross. The cost of drying is from 2 to 
2% cents per dried pound, depending 
on the quality handled, and other cir- 
cumstances. Two cents per pound 
would give a cost of $7, leaving a net 
balance to the grower of $14. The cost 
of picking and hauling is not included 
in this estimate. That expense would 
reduce the net receipts for the ripe 
fruit on the trees to $12 per ton, if 
hauled any considerable distance. 

The gentleman: who furnishes the 
above estimate to The Times,. J. C. 
Sherer of Verdugo, an old correspond- 
ent of this journal, says that in case 
he is wrong in his figures he would 
be glad to receive specifications from 
any one who can correct him.

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


Shares and Money. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Sept. 21.—What has been 
expected and foretold and what the bull oper- 
ators in the stock market have vainly sought 
to avert, came to pass today. The reactionary 
spirit took hold of the market, and a heavy 
decline resulted in the level of prices through- 
out the whole list. That the movement of 
the market today is a natural and inevitable 
development of the improvement of business 
is obvious. A sustained upward course of 
prices has been unchecked until it has reached 
an unreasonable valuation. Manipulation by 
powerful financial interests is one thing that 
has deferred the reaction. Another thing has 
been the continued phethora and cheap- 
ness of money inviting the continued 
speculation. In the natural and  or- 
derly course of things, it was to be 
expected that the expansion of business wSt“l 
absorb idle money and make it more ex- 
pensive. The bank eo for two weeks 
past have reflected to certainty that a. 
rise in the price of maney was approaching. 
The marking up of call loans rates yesterday 
and the continuance at a high level today 
crystallized into certainty the impression in 
many minds that prices of stocks were exces- 
sively high and as a consequence the demand 
today fell below the offering to sell. There 
was a spasmodic and ineffectual effort shortly 
after the opening on the part of the bul! con- 
tingent to check the decline, but it was ap- 
parently abandoned and the market was left 
to itself until the heavy liquidation should 
exhaust itself. This seemed to have come 
to pass at about 2 o’clock, when the market 
became dull at a decline, ranging from 2 
points upward. The cessation of heavy real- 
izing offers encouraged some renewed buying 
and a rally extending to over a point in 
many shares resulted, but the market sold off 
again before the close to the lowest point 
of the day. There is reason to believe that 
the rise of the call money rate was not en- 
tirely free from manipulation. There were 
evidences of concerted action to the marking 
up of the rates. It was noticeable that the 
sharp stiffening of the money rate did not 
result in as great a fall in the rate of ex- 
change as might be expected and the dis- 
count rate in London was rather easier, which 
was not to be expected in the face of any real 
stringency of the money market here. There 
was an invitation to manipulate the money 
market in the report that had gained cur- 
rency that one of the heaviest bull oper- 
ators was under some pressure in carrying 
a heavy line of stocks. There was also a 
disposition to use the reported ultimatum to 
Spain in regard to the Cuban question. Some 
effort was produced in stocks of continental 
lines by Atty.-Gen. McKenna’s opinion of the 
value of Riecsiminating duties against foreign 
That there was heavy selling for 
short account also was quite evident, and 
standing orders to sell stop-loss on a de- 
cline were received in large numbers. Some 
of the shorts at the decline helped the rally. 
Such are the factors in the day’s market for 
stocks. The measure of the liquidation is 
found in the enormous total of the day's 
sales which reached 910,000 shares. Dealings 
in railroad bonds were heavy, the par value 
of the sales reaching $3,225,000, prices declin- 
in sympathy with the weakness of the 
stock market.

POMONA. 


The Latest Electrical Enterprise to 
Assist in Irrigation. 
POMONA, Sept. 21.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Some notice has already been given in 
this correspondence of the electrical project 
depending on the development of the waters 
of Mill Creek above Redlands, in which Dr. 
Baldwin and other Pomona people are the 
prime movers. It is now learned that this 
project differs very materially from all the 
other electrical enterprises being engineered, 
Its. prime purpose is to furnish water 
for irrigation in a large section of country 
, about Elsinore, where there is an abundance 
of water under: the surfacé‘of the earth, but 
very little :that.can. be.used for irrigation 
without pumping. The plant. proposed, accord- 
ing. to what is thought to be very conserva- 
tive estimates, will develop about 2300 horse 
power at the lowest stage of water in Mill 
Creek, from which the promoters of the en- 
terprise expect to be ati to deliver about 
1550 Horse power after carrying the power by 
electricity fifty miles across the country to 
Elsinore. Just what quantity of water this 
electric force will be capable of raising from 


about Elsinore: is, of course, a matter of 
speculation, but that it will be of great as- 
sistance. in.developing that neglected portion 
of the country. seems certain. Contracts are 
being made with ‘land-owners about Elsinore 
and from. what'is known here, it is believed 
,that the promoters of this enterprise will be 
able to complete it at an early date.

MURDERER MORALES CROSSES THE 
MEXICAN BORDER. 


Piano-tuner Takes a Few Shots at a 
Bill Collector—Legality of the 
Police Court Questioned—Cham- 
ber of Commerce Considering 
the Cost of Exhibits—Notes. 


SAN DIEGO, Sept. 21.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The case against Hiram Ma- 
bury, one of the bondsmen of City Treasurer 
T. J. Dowell, who lost $5,383.73 in the failure 
of the Consolidated National Bank, has been 
dismissed by. resolution of the City Council 
upon a proposition by Mr. Mabury’s attor- 
ney to pay half the amount of the loss, or 
$2691.87, providing’ the suit be withdrawn. 
The other two bondsben are still liable for 
the other half. 

Johnson’s resolution directing the City En- 
gineer to draw up plans and estimates of 
cost for a city electric-lighting plant, to ‘be 
operated either by water or steam, after con- 
‘siderable discussion, was referred to the 
Electric Light Committee.

PEDRO MORALES CROSSES THE LINE. 
‘Word has been received in this city that 
Pedro Morales, the murderer of Deputy 
Sheriff Wilson of Los Angeles, has crossed 
the Mexican line near Tia Juana, with a 
view evidently of visiting his. wife at Pala, 
this county, about forty-five miles north of 
this city, on the road to Los Angeles. Morales 
crossed the line last Saturday morning, about 
3 o’clock, and he had not proceeded far 
when he met a rancher whe was out hunting 
coyotes. Morales drew his pistol on ‘the 
rancher and kept him'covered by the weapon 
until he was safely out of reach. The rancher 
recognized Morales positively, and says he 
has known him intimately in years gone by. 
The murderer was riding a small sorrel 
horse, with a blazed face. He had no rifle 
with him, only a pistol of rather large di- 
mensions. 
- The route taken by the murderer from the 
line indicates that he purposed riding around 
through El Cajon, thus partially encir- 
cling the city, in order to evade probable 
arrest here. The Sheriff of Los. Angeles 
has been advised of his presence in this 
county, but so far the officers here have re- 
ceived no word in answer to their tele- 
gram to the Los Angeles officers. 

A’ piano tuner answering to the name of 
King is wanted on a charge of assault with a

TRIAL OF MANUEL FELLOWS FOR 
MURDER BEGUN, 


Proceedings of the Santa Ana City 
Council—Sale of Mines in Tra- 
buco District—News Notes of 
General Interest. 


SANTA ANA, Sept. 21.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Slow progress is being made in 
the trial of Manuel Fellows, the entire time 
of Monday’s sessions and that of this morn- 
ing being consumed in selecting a jury to 
try the cause. ;

CITY COUNCIL.

The property contains about two acres, and is 
to be laid out and used as a public park. 

W. B. Rider of Redlands was appointed to 
coéperate with the City Engineer in prepar- 
ing plans and specifications for ‘the cutfall 
sewer, at a salary of $7 per day.

SALVATION ARMY SECURES A RES- 
CUE HOME, 


To Be Ready by December First at 
South Pasadena—Reception and 
Farewell Services for Lieut.-Col, 
J. J. Keppel. 


‘At the Salvation Army headquarters 
it is announced that Mrs. O. Cleveland 
has willed her Orphans’ Home in South 
Pasadena to the army. ‘They are to 
pay off a mortgage of $2000 on the place. 
Mrs. Capt. Dunham of the army said 
yesterday: “Five hundred dollars has 
been promised by one man ior this 
purpose, and the rest will be raised im- 
mediately, together with $1000 to $1500 
for improvements. The kindergarten 
and orphans’ home -now there will be 
transformed into a rescue home for 
girls. An architect examined the build- 
ings on the place today with a view to 
raising the present building another 
story and providing accommodations 

for twenty-five to thirty girls. 

“It is a beautiful place,’ continued 
Mrs. Dunham, “I was delighted when 
I saw it. It is easily accessible, being 
only a few feet from the Pasadena car 
line, contains three and a half acres 


well laid out in ornamental shrubbery, ' 


orchards, shade trees, etc. Lieut.-Col. 
Keppler will complete final arrange- 
ments for its transfer Saturday next, 
and we hope to have it in full running 
order by December 1. Under our man- 
agement it will quickly become self- 
supporting, as our girls will be kept 
busy, not only with the work of the 
house, but also with laundry work, 
sewing and perhaps a carpet or rug 
factory there.
